I8fl8. LAWS, ENTITLED **0F PROCEEDINGS IN INSOLVENCY." 

It is enacted hy tlie General Assembly as follows: 

of c^ptnie?^ Section 1. Section 23 of chapter 274 of the Gen- 
ship. ^p^2 Laws, entitled *' Of Proceedings in Insolvency," is 

hereby amended to read as follows : 

" Sec. 23. If a copartnership, or all the members 
thereof be insolvent, either during the partnership or 
after it has been dissolved, and before the final settle- 
ment of the partnership aflfairs, the affairs of such 
partnership shall be settled in insolvency, upon the 
voluntary petition of any or all of the members of such 
copartnership, or upon petition preferred by a creditor 
or creditors of the copartnership as provided in the 
case of individual debtors : Provided^ that whenever a 
petition shall be preferred by one or more, but not all 
members of such copartnership, the copartnership 
shall be adjudged insolvent only after like notice to 
the partners who have not joined in such petition, and 
for the same causes and upon like proceedings as in 
this chapter provided in the case of involuntary pro- 
ceedings. 

The partnership creditors shall choose the assignee. 
In other respects the estate shall be administered in 
the same way, so far as possible, as herein provided for 
other estates. The papers in such case shall be filed 
in the clerk's office in the county in which the co- 
partnership may be established, or in which any co- 
partner may be or reside, but if such county be Provi- 
dence, Kent or Bristol, the papers shall be filed in the 
clerk's office in Providence, and on the petition first 
filed in such case the court shall have jurisdiction of 
all the partners and the administration of their co- 
partnership and individual assets. Separate accounts 
shall be kept of partnership • and individual assets, 
respectively, in such proportions as the court may 
direct. The proceeds of the partnership assets shall 
be first appropriated to the payment of the partnership 
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debts, and the proceeds of the individual assets of each 
partner first to the payment of his individual debts. 
Any surplus from the individual assets remaining after 
the payment of the individual debts shall be added to 
the partnership assets and applied to the payment of 
the partnership debts.

offered or exposed for sale within this state, the retail 
price of which is ten dollars or more per ton, shall be 
accompanied by a plainly printed label stating clearly 
and truly the number of net pounds of fertilizer in 
the package, the name, brand or trade mark under 
w^hich the fertilizer is sold, the name and address of 
the manufacturer or importer, the place of manufac- 
ture, and a chemical analysis stating the percentage of 
nitrogen, of potash (K2O) soluble in distilled water, 
and of soluble, reverted and insoluble phosphoric acid 
(P2O5). Whenever any fertilizer, or fertilizing in- 
gredients, are shipped or sold in bulk, for use by 
fanners in this state, a statement must be sent to the 
board of managers of the Rhode Island college of 
agriculture and mechanic arts, giving the name of the 
goods so shipped, and accompanied by an affidavit 
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from the seller giving the i)ercentage of the several 
ingredients guaranteed. All fertilizers sold, offered 
or exposed for sale for less than ten dollars per ton, 
shall be accompanied by a label giving a correct gen- 
eral statement of the composition and ingredients of 
the same." 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of chapter 154 of the General 
Laws is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

" Sec. 2. Before any commercial fertilizer, the re- 
tail price of which is ten dollars or more per ton, is 
sold, offered or exposed for sale, the importer, manu- 
facturer, or party who causes it to be sold or offered 
for sale within the state, shall file with the board of 
managers of the Rhode Island college of agriculture 
. and mechanic arts a certified copy of the statement 
named in section 1 of this chapter, and a list of the 
names and addresses of his agents in this state, and 
shall also deposit with said board of managers, at their 
request, a sealed glass jar or bottle containing not less 
than one pound of the fertilizer, accompanied by an 
affidavit that it is a fair average sample thereof." 

Sec. 3. Section 7 of chapter 154 of the General 
Laws is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

^'Sec. 7. The board of managers of the Rhode 
Island college of agriculture and mechanic arts shall 
cause to be collected and analyzed, by or under the 
direction of the chemist of said college, samples 
of such fertilizing materials as are subject to the con- 
ditions of this chapter which may from time to time 
be sold, offered or exposed for sale in this state. Said 
analysis shall include determinations of all ingredients 
mentioned in section 1 of this chapter, and such other de- 
^ terminations as said board of managers may at any time 
deem advisable. The board of managers of said col- 
lege shall cause the results of the analysis of fertilizers 
collected under this chapter to be published, and issue 
the results to the farmers of the state as rapidly as 
the progress of the work will allow, together with the 
comparative commercial value per ton, and such other 
additional information as circumstances may advise. 
Said board of managers shall, if so requested by the 
state board of agriculture, furnish a copy of the 
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analysis made to said board for publication in its 
annual report."

not less than ten per cent, of the whole lot inspected, 
and shall be thoroughly mixed, divided into two 
samples, placed in glass vessels, carefully sealed, and a 
label placed on each stating the name or brand of the 
fertilizer or material sampled, the name of the party 
from whose stock the sample was taken and the time 
and place of taking the same, and said label shall be 
signed by said chemist or his deputy, and by the party 
or parties in interest, or their representatives present 
at the taking and sealing of said sample; one of said 
samples shall be retained by the chemist or deputy, 
and the other by the party whose stock was sampled. 
It shall be the duty of the board of directors of the 
Rhode Island college of agriculture and mechanic arts 
to prosecute every person violating the provisions of 
this chapter, and for this purpose said board of di- 
rectors may employ experts if necessary, and in making 
complaints for violations thereof shall not be required 
to enter into any recognizance nor give surety for the 
payment of costs ; there shall be no prosecution, how- 
ever, in relation to the quality of the fertilizer or fertil- 
izing materials if the same shall be found substantially 
equivalent to the guaranteed statement made by the 
manufacturer, importer, agent or seller."

The expenses of collection, analysis, 
printing, distribution, correspondence, and such other

cumulation has been permitted, to remove or cause to 
be removed from such premises such waste material of 
a combustible nature within forty-eight hours after re- 
ceipt by him of such notice. In case such waste ma- 
terial of a combustible nature shall not be removed 
within forty-eight hours after notice as aforesaid, such 
board or chief of the fire department may cjause the 
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same to be removed from such premises, and there- 
upon shall cause notice in writing of the cost and ex- 
pense of such removal to be given to such occupant or 
occupants, or one of them, and also certify the amount 
thereof to the city treasurer of the city, and in case 
such cost and exi)ense shall not be paid to the city 
treasurer within thirty days after such notice such city 
may recover such cost and expense in an action of the 
case against such occupant or oc(»upants. 

Sec. 2. This act shall not authorize the inspection 
of any building used wholly as a dwelling house. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage.

In addition to the po wet's and author- 
ity conferred upon the city of Providence by chapter 
482 of the Public Laws, passed at the January ses- 
sion, A. D. 1897, entitled "An act authorizing the city 
of Providence to hire the sura of three hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars for the purpose of building a 
bridge at the location of the present Weybosset bridge 
and for the rebuilding of the river walls from Market 
square to Crawford street," said city is further author- 
ized and empowered to build a public bridge over the 
river between the Weybosset bridge and the Burnside 
bridge, so-called, or over such portion or portions 
thereof as shall be determined by the city council of

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time, in addition to the amount actually required for 
the work authorized by said chapter 482, such further

religious books and publications in behalf of Bible,

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OP AN ACT ENTITLED *AN ACT 
TO INCORPORATE THE WATCHEMOKET FIRE DISTRICT/' 
PASSED JUNE 18. 1878, AND OF THE AMENDMEN^TS 
THERETO. 

It is ertdcted hy the General Asxe7nhly as follows : 

Section 1. Section 5 of an act entitled "An act to 
incorporate the Watchemoket Fire District," passed at 
the May session of the general assembly, A. D. 1878, 
is hereby amended to read as follows : 

" Sec 5. Said corporation may raise money by tax 
on the property in said fire district for the pui-pose of 
introducing ana supplying the inhabitants of said dis- 
trict with water for domestic, manufacturing, and fire 
purposes, and for the purchase of lands, water rights 
and privileges, machinery and equipments, and the 
erection of buildings and standpipes, to be used in 
and about the introduction and distribution of water 
throughout said district, and such taxes shall be as- 
sessed by the assessors of said district on the taxable 
inhabitants and property tlierein, according to the last 
valuation made by the assessors of the town next pre- 
vious to said assessment, adding, however, any taxable 
property which may have been omitted by said town 
assessors or afterward acquired ; and in all cases where 
the town assessors have included property within the 
district and property without the district in one valu- 
ation, the assessors of the district shall make an equita- 
ble valuation of that portion of the same lying within 
the district, and in the assessing and collecting said 
taxes, such proceedings shall be had by the officers of 
said district, as near as may be, as are required to be 
had by the corresponding officers of towns in assessing 
and collecting town taxes : Provided^ however^ the tax 
assessed and payable in any one year shall not exceed 
three mills on each dollar of said valuation." 
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Sec. 2. Section 9 of said act is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

" Sec. 9. Said district is hereby authorized to re- 
ceive water from the city of Providence, the city of 
Pawtucket, or any corporation, upon such terms as 
may be agreed upon with the city councils of said 
cities, or the board of directors of such corporation, 
and said cities are hereby authorized and empowered 
to supply water to said district, and to enter into agree- 
ments from time to time with said district in relation 
thereto. And said district is hereby authorized and 
empowered to enter into such agreements from time to 
time with said cities or corporations." 

Sec. 3. Section 1 5 of said act, and the amendments 
thereto, are hereby amended to read as follows : 

" Sec. 15. For the purpose of raising money to 
carry the provisions of this act into effect, said district 
is hereby authorized and empowered to issue bonds 
under its corporate name and seal, and bearing not 
more than six per cent, interest per annum, payable 
semi-annually, at such times not exceeding thirty years 
from the date thereof, and for suet sums as said dis- 
trict may, in district meeting, by vote decide, the 
amount for which said district may issue bonds not to 
exceed the sum of one hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars. Said bonds shall be obligatory upon said dis- 
trict in the same manner and to the same extent as 
other debts lawfully contracted by said district : Pro- 
vided^ however^ that no more than five thousand dollars 
in amount of the principal of said bonds shall be made 
due and payable in one year. And, also, said district 
may authorize and empower its treasurer to raise 
money upon its official note or notes in such sum or 
sums as it may determine by vote at any regular or 
special meeting : Provided^ however^ that said sum or 
sums shall not exceed in the aggregate the sum of five 
thousand dollars in any one year ; and the vote au- 
thorizing and empowering the treasurer to raise money 
upon his official note or notes shall be construed as 
authority for the renewal or renewals of any note or 
notes he may have issued pursuant to said vote ; and 
said note or notes, so issued, shall be obligatory upon 
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said district in the same manner and to the same ex- 
tent as other debts lawfully contracted by said dis- 
trict." 

Sec. 4. Section 16 of said act, and the amendments 
thereto, are hereby amended to read as follows : 

^'Sec. 16. No greater amount than the said sum of 
one hundred and sixty thousand dollars shall be ex- 
pended by said district under the provisions of this 
act, except such sums of money as may be received for 
taxes under the provisions of section 5 hereof, aad for 
the use of water, and for money borrowed by the 
treasurer of said district upon his official note or notes 
when thereto authorized by vote of the said district, 
in a sum or sums not to exceed five thousand dollars 
in any one year, and for the interest upon said treas- 
urers note or notes, over and above the interest upon 
said bonds." 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

pike, thence northerly in a straight line to the extreme 
northwest corner of a lot of land on Central avenue, 
owned by Alfred Williams, said northwest corner be- 
ing near the bend in Central avenue where Mott street 
and Central avenue meet ; thence northerly in a straight 
line to a point one hundred feet west of the westerly 
line of the Old Killingly road in range of a line par- 
allel to and one hundred feet north of the most north- 
erly line of the Merino plat, so-called ; thence easterly 
with said parallel line, a straight course to the centre 
of the Woonasquatucket river ; thence southerly, fol- 
lowing the boundary between Johnston and Provi- 
dence, back to the first mentioned point, is hereby set 
off from said town of Johnston, and annexed to the city 
of Providence, and the portion of territory so set off 
and annexed is hereby declared to be within the limits 
and jurisdiction of said city of Providence, for all pur- 
poses except as hereinafter provided ; and the inhabi- 
tants of said territory, so set off and annexed, shall 
have and enjoy all the rights and immunities and be 
subject to all the duties and liabilities which the in- 
habitants of said city of Providence have and enjoy 
and to which they are subject. 

Sec. 2. The city of Providence shall be liable for 
the support of all persons who now do or shall 
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hereafter stand in need of relief, as paupers, whose 
settlement was gained by or derived from a settlement 
within the limits of the portion of the town of Johns- 
ton hereby set oflF and annexed to jthe city of Provi- 
dence. 

Sec. 3. As soon as may be after the adoption of 
this act, all the j)ersons in the poor-house of said town 
of Johnston, whose last settlement was gained or de- 
rived in the portion of Johnston hereby annexed to 
the city of Providence, shall be transferred to the 
proper authorities of said city of Providence, and said 
authorities shall receive and maintain said persons. 

Sec. 4. From and after the adoption of this act 
the valuation of the city of Providence, and the valu- 
ation of the town of Johnston, as a basis of the state 
tax, shall be such sums as the commissioners herein- 
after mentioned shall determine. 

Sec. 5. All persons and estates in said territory 
annexed, as aforesaid, shall be holden to pay to the 
town of Johnston all arrears of taxes legally assessed 
thereon, prior to the adoption of this act. 

Sec. 6. All public school property, and all other 
real estate and tangible personal property of said town 
of Johnston, lying and being in said territory so an- 
nexed to the city of Providence, except the personal 
property contained in the town clerk's office, shall im- 
mediately on the adoption of this act vest in the city 
of Providence. And all real estate lying in said 
territory so annexed and all personal property owned 
by persons in said territory shall immediately on the 
adoption of this act become subject to taxation by the 
city of Providence, and the laws relating thereto, and 
shall be exempt from taxation by the town of John- 
ston. 

Sec. 7. The indebtedness of the town of Johnston 
as organized before the adoption of this act, and of the 
various school districts which will be affected by the 
adoption of this act, shall be apportioned between and 
paid by the city of Providence and the part of the 
town of Johnston not annexed, and the school districts 
as follows : The city of Providence shall assume, first, 
such proportion of the town of Johnston's net debt 
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after the sinking fund is deducted as the total valua- 
tion of the portion annexed bears to the valuation of 
the ^^hole town ; second, the entire debts of Olneyville, 
Plain Farm and Merino school districts, and the 
treasurers of said school districts are hereby authorized 
and directed to tuni over to the treasurer of the city 
of Providence all sinking funds, all district taxes which 
have already been assessed or which may be actually 
assessed before the adoption of this act, whensoever 
the same shall be collected, and any other district funds 
in their possession : third, such proportion of the net 
debt of the Franklin district, after deducting all moneys 
on hand, as the valuation of the portion of this district 
annexed bears to the valuation of the whole district, 
and the part of the Franklin district not annexed shall 
assume the remainder of this debt. For the purpose 
of these calulations, the town and school districts' debts 
shall be taken as they appear on the books of the re- 
spective treasurers, June 1, 1898, and the valuation of 
the town and district property shall be based on the 
valuation of the Johnston assessors for the year 1897. 
Sec. 8. Except as provided in section 7 of this act, 
all the rights and remedies of said town of Johnston 
arising either out of any contracts made by said town 
prior to June 1st, 1898, or out of any acts done or 
omitted to be done before June Ist, 1898, shall belong 
to the portion of the town not annexed and said portion 
of the town shall also remain holden, except as pro- 
vided in section 7 of this act, for all liabilities of said 
town arising out of any contracts which may be made 
by said town prior to June 1st, 1898, and for all claims 
arising in consequence of anything which may be done 
or omitted to be done by said town prior to June 1st, 
1898. But as a limitation upon the rights and lia- 
bilities of the portion of the town not annexed, it is 
hereby provided that all suits and proceedings in re- 
lation to contracts made by the town of Johnston be- 
fore June 1st, 1898, which are to be performed in 
whole or in part after June 1st, 1898, if they pertain 
in any way to the portion of the town annexed, shall 
be brought by and against the city of Providence ; and 
the rights and liabilities connected with these contracts

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shall l>e a(ljustt*(l by the coininissioners hereiiiufter pro- 
vided for in tliis act bt^tween the city of Providence 
and the unannexed }M>rtion of the ti>wn of Ji>hu8ton on 
the following basis : the city of Providence shall have 
the benefit and burden of such contracts, only in so far 
as they are to be performed after June Ist, 1898, an<l 
only in so far as tliey relate to the territory annexed ; 
the part of the town of Johnston not annexed shall 
have the entire benefit and burden of such contracts in 
so far as they are to be perfonned before June Ist, 
1898, and shall also have its e(juitable proportion of 
the benefit and burden of such contracts as are to be 
performed in whole or in part after June 1st, 1898, in 
so far as such contracts relate to the territory not an- 
nexed. And it is hereby provided that the rights and 
liabilities of any other parties to such contracts shall 
not be affected by anything herein contained. 

Sec. 9. Chapter 227, section 14, of the General 
Laws is so amended that hereafter there shall be drawn 
three hundred and forty petit jurors from the city of 
Providence, and fourteen petit jurors from the town 
of Johnston. 

Sec. 10. Said portion of territory so set off and 
annexed as aforesaid to the city of Providence shall 
be, until the next division of said city of Providence 
into wards or districts, the third district of the eighth 
ward. The voting place of said district shall be the 
council chamber of the town of Johnston as organized 
before the adoption of this act until the board of al- 
dermen of Providence shall otherwise direct. The 
moderator and district clerk of voting district number 
one of the town of Johnston as organized before the 
adoption of this act shall serve as warden and clerk 
respectively of the said third voting district of the 
eighth ward until a warden and clerk are elected at 
the next regular election of municipal officers in the 
city of Providence, 

Sec. 1 1. That portion of the town of Johnston an- 
nexed to the city of Providence by the provisions of 
this act shall be a part of the first congressional dis- 
trict, and a part of the sixth judicial district. 

Sec. 12. In the event of the adoption of this act 
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as hereinafter provided, the qualified electors of the 
town of Johnston then residing in said annexed terri- 
tory shall become qualified electors of said city of 
Providence, and the town clerk of said Johnston shall, 
on or before June 1, 1898, furnish a certified alphabeti- 
cal list of all the qualified electors of said Johnston 
residing in said annexed territory on the fourth Wed- 
nesday of May, 1898, with their several qualifications, 
to the board of canvassers and registration of said city 
of Providence. Said town clerk shall also furnish to 
said board of canvassers and registration of said Prov- 
idence, on or before the first day of June, A. D. 1898, 
a certified copy of the complete registration of all 
persons who shall have registered in the registry book 
in his office in the year 1898, and who reside in said 
annexed territory, and such registration in said town 
of Johnston shall be taken and deemed to be as valid 
in law for the qualification of such persons as electors 
in the city of Providence for the year 1899 as if such 
registration were originally made in the registry book 
of said board of canvassers and registration in said 
Providence. 

Sec. 13. The present senator and representatives 
and town officers of the town of Johnston shall hold 
their respective offices for the terras for which they 
were elected. 

Sec. 14. Said town of Johnston as hei'eby consti- 
tuted shall provide books for the registry of land titles 
and such other records as are required by the laws of 
this state to be kept by the several towns therein. 

Sec. 15. The land records of the town of John- 
ston as organized before the adoption of this act shall 
belong to the city of Providence as organized by this 
act ; but the recorder of deeds of the city of Provi- 
dence as organized by this act shall cause so much of 
the said records as relate to the land records in the 
town of Johnston as the same shall be bounded after 
the adoption of this act as have been made since the 
year 1875 to be transcribed, copied, and certified for 
the use of the said town of Johnston, to be transferred 
to and kept by said tow^n of Johnston, the expense 
thereof to be paid by the said city of Providence. 
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And certified copies of the transcripts and copies 
herein provided to be made for said town of Johnston 
shall have the same validity as certified copies of the 
original record. All other records and papers belong- 
ing to the town of Johnston as organized before the 
adoption of this act shall be divided between the tow^n 
of Johnston as organized after the adoption of this 
act and the city of Providence, upon such terms and 
conditions as the commissioners hereinafter provided 
for in this act shall determine. 

Sec. 16. The municipal court of the city of Provi- 
dence shall exercise jurisdiction in all probate matters 
arising in that portion of the town of Johnston which 
is by this act annexed to the city of Providence, which 
were commenced prior to the adoption of this act, but 
the court of probate of the town of Johnston as it 
will be constituted after the adoption of this act shall 
exercise jurisdiction in all probate matters arising in 
the portion of the town which is not annexed by this 
act. 

Sec. 17. The town clerk of said town of Johnston 
shall duly issue his warrant notifying and warning the 
qualified voters to meet in the several voting districts 
in said town on the fourth Wednesday in May, 1898, 
to cast their ballots for or against annexation. He 
shall provide a sufficient number of ballots for the 
voters in said town, with the following words dis- 
tinctly printed thereon : Shall the act entitled, " An 
act to divide the town of Johnston and annex a por- 
tion thereof to the city of Providence," passed at the 
January session of the general assembly, 1898, be 
adopted by the town of Johnston ? And upon one- 
half of said ballots there shall be printed on the same 
side thereof with the question aforesaid the word 
" Yes," in capital letters, and upon one-half thereof, in 
the same way, shall be printed the word " No." The 
town clerk shall deliver to the voters of the several 
districts the necessary number of ballots. The voters 
shall deposit their ballots in boxes to be kept by the 
moderators for this purpose. The polls in the several 
voting districts shall be kept open from 5.30 a. m. to 
7 p. M. The ballots deposited in said several voting 
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districts shall, upon the closing of the polls in the re- 
spective districts, be counted by the moderators and 
clerks of said district meetings, and the result shall 
thereupon be announced by the respective moderators, 
and the ballots shall then be sealed and returned to 
the town clerk of said town of Johnston. The town 
council of said Johnston shall, on the day following 
such district meetings, count said ballots, and after 
having sealed said ballots in open meeting, shall trans- 
mit the same to the secretary of state, together with 
a certificate of the number of ballots on which is 
printed the word ** Yes," and the number of ballots 
on vv^hich is printed the word "No."

The manage- 
ment of all its affaii*s shall be vested in a board of at 
least five directors who shall be stockholders, and who 
shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and 
places as said corporation shall by its by-laws prescribe. 
The directors shall hold office for one year and until 
others are elected and qualified to take their places, 
and a majority of them shall form a quorum to trans- 
act business, and may fill vacancies in their number. 
The directors shall elect one of their number president 
of the company, and they may choose a clerk and 
treasurer, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge 
of their duty, and such other officers and agents as 
they may deem necessary. The treasurer shall give 
bond to the corporation with surety or sureties to the 
satisfaction of the directors, in a sum to be fixed by 
them, for the faithful discharge of his trust 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may make all by-laws 
necessary for the management of its affairs and the 
regulation and control of its officers and agents, and to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and may alter the 
same from time to time. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation shall have power to lease, 
purchase or hold all such land, buildings and materials 
for the use of said railway or railways, and such other 
purposes as may be necessary and convenient to caiTy 
out the purposes of this act, and if necessary may dis- 
pose of and convey the same. 
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Sec. 5. Notice to abuttei*8 on the highway in whicli 
it is proposed to lay the tracks of said corporation 
shall De given by puMieation in one or more news- 

Sapers published in the city of Providence, fourteen 
ays at least before the location of any such tracks, 
and also by posting, in at least three public places in 
each town in which such location is proposed, notice 
of such proposed location, fourteen days at least before 
the same shall be made. 

Sec. 6. The said railway or railways shall be con- 
structed and maintained in such form and manner and 
upon such grade as the town councils of said towns 
may respectively prescribe, and whenever in the judg- 
ment of said corporation it shall be necessarj' to alter 
the grade of any street or highway so occupied by it, 
such alteration shall be made at the expense of said 
corporation, with the consent of the town councils of 
said respective towns, and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of chapter 72 of the General Laws and all acts 
in amendment thereof and in addition thereto. 

Sec. 7. The said railway or railways shall be 
operated by electric or other power, except steam, 
except for switching purposes, as specified in section 1, 
and said corporation shall have power to fix the rate 
of fare, and freight and express charges, as they may 
deem expedient. 

Sec. 8. The town councils of said towns shall have 
power at all times to make such regulations as to the 
rate of speed and mode and use of tracks within the 
limits of said towns respectively, as the public con- 
venience and safety may require. 

Sec. 9. The said corporation shall put all streets 
and highways and every portion thereof over or 
through which it shall lay any rails in as good con- 
dition as they were before the same were laid, and it 
shall keep and maintain in repair such portions of the 
streets and highways as shall be occupied by its tracks, 
and eighteen inches each side of its tracks, and shall 
be liable for any loss or injury that any person shall 
sustain by reason of any carelessness, neglect or mis- 
conduct of its agents and servants in the management, 
construction, or use of the said railway or railways, or 
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streets and highways in which the same are laid ; and in 
case any judgment shall be recorded against either of 
the said towns by reason of such misconduct, defect, or 
\s'ant of repairs, said corporation shall be liable to pay to 
said town or towns any sum thus recovered against them, 
together with all costs and reasonable expenditures in- 
curred by them, respectively, in the defence of any such 
suit or suits in which recovery may be had. And said 
corporation shall not encumber any of the streets or 
highways except so far as may be necessary in con- 
structing or repairing the same. 

Sec. 10. Whenever any estate abutting on a street . 
or highway upon or over which the rails of said cor- 
poration shall be laid shall be injured thereby, the 
said corporation shall be liable to pay the owner or 
owners thereof the damages thereby occasioned to said 
estate : Provided^ that action therefor shall be brought 
v^ithin one year from the time when such damages 
shall have been occasioned. 

Sec. 11. If any person shall willfully or maliciously 
obstruct said corporation in the use of its railway or 
railways, or the passing of its cars or carriages over 
the same, such persons, and all who shall be aiding 
or abetting therein, shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or may be imprisoned 
for a period not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 12. If said corporation or its agents or ser- 
vants shall unlawfully or maliciously obstruct any 
street or highway, or the passing of any carriages over 
the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 13. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
prevent the town councils of said towns, respectively, * 
from entering upon and taking up any of the public 
streets and highways or bridges traversed by said cor- 
poration for any purpose for which they may lawfully 
take up the same. 

Sec. 14. If any of the capital stock voted by said 
company shall not have been subscribed for and ten 
per centum thereof paid in upon the same, and the 
corporation organized w^ithin six months from the pas- 
sage of this act, or, if the said stock being so subscribed 
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and paid in and 8ai<l corporation being organized, as 
aforesaid, said corporation shall fail to apply for a 
location or locations within six months from the pas- 
sage of this act, and fail to construct, equip, use and o2>er- 
ate at least ten miles of sai<l roadway within eighteen 
months from the passage of this act, or shall fail to com- 
plete said railway or so much thereof as may be re<|uired 
by said town councils respectively in addition to said 
ten miles, within two yeai's after the location of said 
railways shall have been fixed l)y the town councils of 
said towns, respectively, as aforesaid, failing in either 
• of the abovementioned cases or conditions this act shall 
be void and of no effect. 

Sec. 15. If said railway, or any part thereof located 
in, over, along any street or highway in either of said 
towns, shall l>e abandoned or discontinued for any 
cause within the control of the said corporation, or if 
the same shall be not used for the term of one year, 
said railway or any part thereof so al)andoued or dis- 
continued, or not used, shall be taken up by said com- 
pany, and the street or highway, when the same is so 
taken up, shall be put in good repair at said company^s 
expense, and if said railway so abandoned shall not be 
taken up within ninety days after notice to take up 
the same shall have been given to said company by said 
town councils, respectively, such towns may take up the 
same at the cost and expense of the said company. 

Sec. 16. Said corporation shall have an office or 
place of business in the town of Johnston or in the 
city of Providence. 

Sec. 17. Said corporation is hereby authorized to 
increase its capital stock to an amount not exceeding 
one million dollars, for the purpose of extending its 
railway or railways to the villages of Danielson or 
Putnam, in the state of Connecticut, the amount of 
such increase to be determined by the directors of said 
company, and said corporation may issue its bonds to 
a like amount, and secure the same by a mortgage 
or mortgages of its property, rights and franchises to 
an amount not exceeding one million dollars, in such 
manner and such form as said corporation may by 
vote prescribe. 
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Sec. 18. If at any time after the first day of Jan- 
uary, A, D. 1925, the city council of any city or the 
town council of any town shall consider the transpor- 
tation of freight by said corporation upon any street 
or highway of sucn city or town detrimental to the 
public welfare, such city or town council may, after 
thirty days notice in writing to said corporation, re- 
quest any justice of the supreme court to issue aij 
order to compel said corporation to discontinue trans- 
portation of freight entirely or in part upon such 
street or highway. The justice of the supreme court 
to whom such application shall be made may issue 
such order in his discretion. Said corporation shall 
be entitled to compensation from such city or town for 
the discontinuance of such transportation of freight 
upon such street or highway, to be determined in the 
manner hereinafter provided, to wit: Three disinter- 
ested persons shall be chosen, one by the city or town 
council of the city or town making the application 
aforesaid, one by the said corporation, and the third 
by the two so chosen, and the determination of said 
disinterested persons, or a majority of them, as to the 
compensation to be paid said corporation, shall be final 
and conclusive upon such city or town and upon said 
corporation. 

Sec. 19. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage.

Jt is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Orrin S. Anthony, Charles H. Handy, 
Charles B. Rockwell, Albert T. Potter, Henry V. A. 
Joslin, Cyril A. Babcock, Benjamin F. Manier, Junior, 
and others, their associates, successors and assigns, are 
hereby made a body corporate under the name of the 
Barrington, Warren and Bristol Street Railway Com- 
pany, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, liabilities and restrictions, applicable 
to such corporations, set forth in chapters 77, 177 and 
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187 of the General Laws, and all acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto, with power to con- 
struct, maintain and use a railway, with convenient 
single or double tracks and turnouts for cars or car- 
riages, together with all necessary and convenient 
poles, wdres and appliances in tlie public highways 
and other streets ana places in the towns of Barring- 
ton, Warren and Bristol, to be used for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and freight, and to })e operated by 
electric or other [)ower, except steam, and with power 
to construct, maintain and use said railroads or tram- 
ways upon and over such highways, streets and other 
places in said towns of Barnngton, Warren and Bris- 
tol as shall be mutually agreed upon by this corpora- 
tion and the town councils of said towns, and all tracks 
of said corporation shall be laid at such distance fi-om 
the sidewalks in said towns as the town councils in 
said towns may by their respective ordei's determine : 
Provided^ said corporation shall not lay out, construct, 
use or continue said electric tramway or railroad over 
or through the highways, streets or other places in said 
towns, unless with the assent of the town councils of 
said towns respectively. Nor shall it cross any steam 
railroad at grade except with the consent in writing 
of the railroad commissioner, and upon such terms and 
conditions as he may prescribe. 

Sec. 2. The route of said railway shall be as may 
be hereafter from time to time agreed upon between 
said company and the town councils of said several 
towns, after said company shall have filed an applica- 
tion in writing for the same in each case with the 
town clerks of said towns respectively. 

Sec. 3. The said road shall be constructed and 
maintained in such form and manner and upon such 
grade as the town councils of said towns respectively 
may prescribe ; and whenever in the judgment of said 
corporation it shall be necessary to alter the grade of 
any street so occupied by it, such alteration shall be 
made at the expense of said corporation, provided the 
same shall be assented to by the town councils of said 
respective towns, and that proceedings shall be had in 
accordance with the provisions of chapter 72 of the 
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General Laws, and any acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto. 

Sec. 4. Said tracks or road shall be operated and 
used by said company with electric or other power, ex- 
cept steam, as the same may be established, and said 
corporation shall have power from time to time and at 
all times to fix the rates of fare and freights as they 
may deem expedient. 

Sec. 5. Regulations as to the rate of speed and 
mode of use of fhe tracks within the limits of said 
towns in the highways and streets therein, as the 
public convenience and safety may require, shall be 
made by the town councils of said towns respectively. 
Sec. 6. Said corporation shall put all streets and 
highways, and eveiy portion thereof, over and through 
which they lay any rails, in condition satisfactory to 
the highway authorities of said towns, respectively, 
and they shall keep and maintain in repair such por- 
tion of the streets and highways as shall be occupied 
by their tracks and eighteen inches outside thereof, 
and shall be liable for any loss or injury that any per- 
son shall sustain by reason of carelessness, neglect or 
misconduct of said company, or of any of its agents 
or servants, in the management, construction or use of 
said tracks, and in case any judgment shall be re- 
covered against any of said towns by reason of anj 
misconduct, defect or want of repairs, for which said 
company shall be responsible, said company shall be 
liable to pay all sums thus recovered, together with 
all the costs and reasonable expenses incurred in the 
defense of any suit in which recovery may be had ; 
and said company shall not encumber any portion of 
the streets or highways not occupied by said tracks, 
poles, wires and appliances, except in so far as may be 
necessary in building or repairing the same. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall willfully or maliciously 
obstruct said corporation in the construction or use of 
said track and other appliances, or the passing of the 
cars or carriages of said corporation thereon, such 
person, and all who shall be aiding or abetting therein, 
shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
be imprisoned for a term not exceeding three months,

and said company may have an action against the per- 
son for the loss occasioned thereby. 

Sec. 8. If said corporation or its agents or servants 
shall willfully or maliciously encumber any street or 
highway, or obstruct the passing of any carriage over 
the same, said corporation shall oe finea not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 9. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
prevent the town councils of said towns, respectively, 
from entering upon and taking up uny of the public 
streets or highways traversed by said corporation, for 
any purpose for which they may lawfully take up the 
same. 

Sec. 10. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
not exceed five hundred thousand dollars, to be di- 
vided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and the 
amount of such stock shall be fixed from time to time 
by vote of said corporation. 

Sec. 11. The government of said road shall be 
vested in a president and board of directors consisting 
of not less than five persons, who shall be chosen in 
such manner and at such times and places as said cor- 
poration shall by its by-laws prescribe. 

Sec. 12. Said corporation shall have power to pur- 
chase and hold such real and personal estate as may 
be necessary or convenient for the operation of its 
road. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation, by vote of a majority 
in interest of its stockholders at a meeting called for 
the purpose, may from time to time authorize and issue 
coupon or registered bonds to an amount not exceed- 
ing the amount of its capital stock actually issued, in 
sums of not less than one hundred dollars each, for a 
term not exceeding forty years from the date thereof, 
the rate of interest thereon not to exceed six per 
centum per annum; and to secure the payment thereof 
with interest thereon said corporation may make a 
mortgage of a part or of the whole of its railway and 
its equipments, franchises and other property, real and 
personal, and any part of its other property and fran- 
chises thereafter to be acquired, and may in such 
mortgage reserve to its directoi's the right to sell or 
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otherwise in due course of business to dispose of prop- 
erty included therein that may become worn, damaged 
or unsuitable for use in the operation of the road, 
provided an equivalent in value be substituted there- 
for. All bonds issued shall first be approved by some 
person or corporation appointed by this corporation 
for that purpose, who shall certify upon each . bond 
that it is properly issued and recorded, and each 
bond shall be recorded by the treasurer in books to be 
kept in his office. Such mortgage may contain power 
of sale in case of default of the performance of the 
conditions of said niortgage.

operated hereunder, and the stockholders of one com- 
pany may become the stockholders of the other com- 
pany and the two companies constitute one corporation. 
Sec. 16. The said corporation may sell or lease it^ 
road, railway, franchise and property to any other 
street railway corporation incorporated under the laws 
of this state, or may consolidate with any other street 
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railway corporation incorporated under the laws of this 
state, or may contract with any other street railway cor- 
poration incorporated under the laws of this state that 
the latter shall perform all the transportation upon 
and over the railways of said Barrington, Warren and 
Bristol Sti'eet Railway Company, and the said Barring- 
ton, Warren and Bristol Street Railway Company may 
contract to perform all the transportation upon and 
over the railways of any other railway company, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon by the two com- 
panies, subject, however, to any general laws applicable 
thereto: Provided^ that the facilities for travel over 
the railway of said Barrington, Warren and Bristol 
Street Railway Company shall not be diminished or 
the rates of fare increased. 

Sec. 17. A street railway company which buys, 
leases or contracts for the operation of the road, rail- 
way, franchise and property of said Barrington, War- 
ren and Bristol Street Railway Company, as authorized 
hereunder, shall, in accordance with the terms of such 
sale, lease or contract, have and enjoy the powers and 
privileges, and shall be subject to the duties, liabilities 
and restrictions, so far as said road, railway, franchise 
and property are concerned, formerly had and enjoyed 
by or imposed upon said Barrington, Warren and 
Bristol Street Railway Company. 

Sec. 18. Said corporation shall have an office at 
some place within the state of Rhode Island, and shall 
hold its annual meeting at such place, the time thereof 
being prescribed by its by-laws; and if it shall main- 
tain and operate any part of its railway in any city or 
town in the commonwealth of Massachusetts, it shall 
appoint in writing the commissioner of corporations of 
Massachusetts as its attorney under the provisions of 
chapter 330 of the acts of Massachusetts for the year 
1884, or any acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto. 

Sec. 19. If said corporation shall fail to file an ap- 
plication for a location of said railroad within six 
months after the passage of this act, or shall fail to

spectively, as aforesaid, this act shall be void and of 
no effect. 

Sec. 20. This act shall take effect immediately 
upon its passage.

A street railway company which buys, 
leases or contracts for the operation of the road, rail- 
way, franchise and property of said Interstate Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company, as authorized by this 
act, shall, in accordance with the terms of such sale, 
lease or contract, have and enjoy the powers and 
privileges and shall be subject to the duties, liabilities 
and restrictions, so far as said road, railway, franchise 
and property are concerned, formerly had and enjoyed 
by or imposed upon said Interstate Consolidated Street 
Railway Company. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect upon and after 
its passage.

Section 1. Kichard S. Ilowland, Francis W. Car- 
penter, Charles Fletcher, G. W. R. Matteson, J. Edward 
btudley, Elisha Dyer, Walter Callender, John Shepard, 
Junior, George L. Shepley, D. Russell Brown, Charles 
C. Hai'rington, Truman Beckwith, their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns, are hereby made a body corporate 
under the name of the Providence Steam Company, 
for the purj>ose of generating, distributing, selling, 
leasing and using steam for heating, mechanical, motive 
and other purposes, and for manufacturing, using and 
dealing in all machinery, instruments, apparatus and 
appliances pertaining to the generation, distribution or 
use of steam, and installing the same, with power to 
acquire such rights and franchises relating to the con- 
ducting of steam through or under the streets, high- 
ways and public places and elsewhere in the city of 
Providence and adjoining towns and cities, other than 
the city of Pawtucket, as may be lawfully granted by 
such towns and citiew, respectively; with all the powers 
and privileges and subject to all the duties and liabil- 
ities set forth in chapters 177 and 180 of the General 
Laws of the state of Rhode Island, and in all acts in 
amendment of said cliapters and in addition thereto, 
and by said name are made capable in law to purchase, 
possess, have, hold, enjoy and retain to them, their as- 
sociates, successors and assigns, lands, tenements,

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE MANUFACTURERS TRUST f ««gi May 

COMPANY. -"^^ 

Tt is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Gilbert A. Phillips, Newton D. Arnold, 
Charles Matteson, George L. Shepley, J. Edward Stud- 
ley, Walter Callender, George W. Congdon, Elisha S. • 
Aldrich, George H. Robinson, their associates, succes- 
sors, and assigns, are hereby created a corporation by 
the name of Manufacturers Ti*ust Company, with all 
the powers and privileges, and subject to all the 
duties and liabilities set forth in chapters 177 and 179 
of the General Laws, and in any act in amendment 
thereof or in addition thereto, together with such 
special powers as may be conferred upon said corpora-, 
tion by this act. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
be a sum not exceeding one million dollars, to be fixed 
in amount from time to time by the by-laws or vote 
of the corporation, and shall be divided into shares 
of one hundred dollars each, which shares shall be 
assignable and transferable according to the by-laws 
of said corporation, and not otherwise. The stock- 
holders of said corporation shall be personally and 
individually liable for all debts due from said cor- 
poration to the amount at their par value of the 
shares held by them in addition to the amount in- 
vested in such shares : Provided^ that the corporation 
shall be first sued and the corporate property first 
exhausted in the payment of the debts of the cor- 
poration. 

Seo. 3. Said corporation shall have power to re- 
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ceive and hold luonevB in trust or on deposit, upon 
such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon, 
and to allow such interest upon the same as may be 
obtained or agreed ujKm, and to loan any moneys in 
its hands for such interest as may be agreed upon, 
and to invest its capital stock and moneys in its hands 
in such bonds, obligations or proi)erty, real, personal 
or mixed, as it may deem prudent. Eveiy person, 
not under guardianship, who may make a deposit per- 
sonally in said corporation, may control, transfer, or 
withdraw the money or securities so deposited, and 
the dividends or interest that have accinied or mav 
accrue thereon, notwithstanding such person at the 
time of exercising such ccmtroY or of making such 
transfer or withdrawal may l>e a minor. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation shall have power to re- 
ceive from executoi'H, administrators, assignees, receiv- 
ers, custodians, trustees, or guardians of the estate of 
any person, moneys in their hands, and to allow such 
rate of interest thereon as may be agreed upon ; for 
which deposits so made the capital stock of said cor- 

E oration shall be pledged, and such depositors shall 
e first indemnified in full, in case of loss, from such 
stock so pledged, in preference to all other creditors 
• of said corporation; and the deposit, so made, shall 
discharge the said executor, administrator, assignee, 
receiver, custodian, trustee, or guardian, so making the 
same, from all personal liability for any loss or damage 
which may ensue to the estate in his hands by reason 
of having made such deposit. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation shall have power to re- 
ceive from executors, administrators, assignees, receiv- 
el's, custodians, trustees and guardians, bonds, notes, 
mortgages, certificates of stocks and other securities, 
as well as moneys, and to collect, pay over or invest 
the dividends, income, interest and profits thereof, 
according to the re(j[uirements of the trust upon which 
the said trust company shall have received the same; 
and such executors, administrators, assignees, receivers, 
custodians, trustees and guardians, depositing any of 
such securities with said trust company, shall be ex- 
empt from liability therefor, as if they had deposited 
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moneys in their hands with the said corporation. And 
said corporation shall be liable therefor, and its capital 
stock shall be pledged and holden therefor, in the 
same way and to the same extent as for moneys re- 
ceived by it under the provisions! df the preceding 
section. > .. t 

Sec. 6. Courts of probate are heEBby^ authorized 
to appoint said corporation guardian or^-jeustodian of 
the estate only, of any person who may be subject to 
guardianship; and said corporation may aceBfrt'^and 
act under such appointment: Provided^ that said 'cor- 
poration shall not be authorized to act in any case a«V- 
executor, administrator, guardian or custodian, and hO/y - 
letters testamentary, of administration, guardianship, "'y^\-; 
or of custodianship, shall be issued to said corporation, 
until its acceptance of the appointment and trust shall 
be filed and recorded in the probate court in which 
said appointment shall be made. 

Sec. 7. In all cases in which said corporation 
shall receive and accept appointment as executor, 
administrator, guardian or custodian of any estate, 
bond shall be given by said corporation in the same 
manner as provided by law in the case of individuals 
so appointed; except that said corporation shall not 
be required to give sureties upon such bonds unless 
some person pecuniarily interested in such estate shall, 
before such bond is given, file a written request in the 
court of probate making said appointment that bond

8eo. 8. Said corporation shall also have power to 
accept and execute all such trusts, and to hold in trust 
all such property of every description, as may be com- 
mitted to it by any person or persons, or by any cor- 
poration, or by any court of this state or of the 
United States; and also to accept and execute the 
office and appointment of executors, administrators, 
custodians, guardians, assignees, or receivers o{ any 
kind or nature whatever, whether such office or ap-

and the whole capital stock of said corporation shall 
be taken and considered as the sole security required 
by law for the faithful performance of its duties as 
such executor; administrator, custodian, guardian, as- 
signee, or re<3eiver, and shall be absolutely liable in 
case of aHj^. default ; and any court of probate in this 
state isiereby empowered in its discretion to appoint 
said»/edrporation as administrator in any case within 
it© jurisdiction, excepting upon the estate of a wife

.•/••;':. ' Sec. 9. Said corporation shall also have power to 
../••*•• receive and execute all trusts which may be created or 
•*' transferred to it by the decree of any court, and to re- 
ceive all moneys that may be deposited with it, by 
any order of court, upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon; and every court into which moneys may be 
paid by parties to any proceeding therein, or may be 
brought by order or judgment, may by order direct 
the same to be deposited with said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Said corporation shall not be required to 
assume or execute any trust without its own assent. 

Sec. 11. Said corporation may issue certificates for 
the amount of all moneys deposited with it in trust, or 
otherwise, which shall be assignable and transferable 
under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the directors. 

Sec. 12. Said corporation shall be required to de- 
posit with the general treasurer of this state, in bonds 
of this state, or of the state of New York, or of some 
one of the New England States, or of the United States, 
or in bonds or notes of any town or city in New Eng- 
land whose indebtedness does not exceed one-fifth of 
its assessed valuation, an amount that shall be at all 
times equal in market value to twenty per cent, of the 
outstanding capital stock of said corporation, which 
bonds and notes shall be held by said treasurer as a de- 
posit to secure the faithful performance by said corpora- 
tion of its duties as executor, administrator, guardian, 
assignee, custodian, or receiver, and also as a security for 
the re-payment of moneys deposited with said corpora- 
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tion by executors, administrators, guardians, assignees, 
custodians, or receivers, or trustees on special agreement, 
and by reason of which deposits such depositors are ex- 
onerated under this act from personal liability to the 
estates on account of which such deposits were made; 
and the parties intended hereby to be secured by such 
deposit shall, in case of loss, be first fully indemnified 
out of such deposit, in preference to all other creditors 
of said corporation. 

Sec. 13. Upon the receipt by said general treas- 
urer of such deposit of bonds or notes from said cor- 
poration said general treasurer shall give to said cor- 
poration a certificate of the fact and amount of such 
deposit. Said general treasurer shall at all times pay 
over to said corporation the interest which may be re- 
ceived upon such bonds or notes, and shall at all times 
permit said corporation, by its treasurer or other au- 
thorized agent, to receive all coupons on the same as 
they shall mature, and to collect for the use of said 
corporation all interest due thereon or on said bonds 
or notes, however the same may be evidenced or se- 
cured ; and shall also permit said corporation to retire 
any bond or note so deposited with him on substituting 
therefor other bonds or notes, of any or either of the 
classes mentioned above, to such an amount that the 
market value of the whole deposit shall not be less 
than the amount required by the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec. 14. The stockholders of said corporation shall 
have power to elect annually as many directors as they 
shall deem expedient, and tu define their powers and 
duties. Such directors, when elected, shall serve until 
others are elected in their stead, and they shall have 
power to elect a president of the company, to appoint 
all such other officers, clerks and agents as they may 
deem needful for conducting the business of the com- 
pany, to prescribe their duties and number, to fix their 
compensation, and the periods for which they shall 
respectively serve. The directors shall also have 
power to fill any vacancy which may occur in their 
own number, until the next ^ni^ual election by the 
stockholders, 
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Sec. 15. Said corporation may take, purchase, hold, 
sell, convey, lease or improve property or estates of 
any kind, either real or |>ersonal, and is also author- 
ized and empowered to transact a general warehouse 
and storage business, and to do and perform all such 
matters and things as are connected therewith or are 
incidental to the powers hereby conferred. 

Sec. 16. Said corportion shall have an office or 

{)lace of business in the city of Providence, and may 
ocate branches within the state. 

Sec. 17. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage.

Every person, not under guardianship, 
who may make a deposit personally in the Industrial 
Tr,ust Company, may control, transfer or withdraw 
the money so deposited, and the dividends or interest 
that have accrued or may accrue thereon, notwith- 
standing such person at the time of exercising such 
control or of making such transfer or withdraw^al may 
be a minor. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

"Seciion 1. J. S. Parish, Kobert B. Chapman, 
Fred W. Arnold, John R. Dorrance, Warren S. Greene, 
Caleb Famum, Joseph T. Snow, John B. Branch, and 
all other officers for the time being of any incorpor- 
ated company or association, and any agent doing the 
business of fire insurance in the city of Providence

who may become associated with them and their suc- 
cessors, are hereby created a corporate body by the 
name of the ' Providence Protective Department,' with 
all the powere and privileges, and subject to all the 
duties and liabilities, set forth in chapter 177 of the 
General Laws, and all acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, and may hold by purchase, devise or 
otherwise, real and personal estate for the use of eaid 
corporation, to an amount not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

" Sec. 2. Said corporation shall have power to elect 
proper officers, and to provide and maintain a corps of 
men with suitable means and apparatus to save, pre- 
serve and protect life and property in cases of fire, 
both at and after, the fire ; and power is hereby 
granted and conferred upon the members of such corps 
to enter any building on fire, or which in their judg- 
ment is immediately exposed to or in danger of taking 
fire from some other building, or from any substance 
or structure already on fire, and to protect and save 
life and property in or about or adjacent to the same, 
and to remove such property, or any part thereof, at 
the time of, or immediately after a fire to some other 
place for reclamation by the owner thereof, who shall 
have no Hght, in couseejuenee of such action by said 
corporation, to abandon such property. 

Nothing in this act contained shall be construed to 
diminish in any degree the authority of the Providence 
fire department or its officers, or to warrant or justify 
any interference with the action of the firemen in the 
discharge of their duties in extinguishing a fire, but 
the officers and members of said corps, while on duty 
at a fire, shall in all respects be subordinate to and 
under the control of the fire department of said city of 
Providence. 

"Sec. 3. In the month of April, A. D. 1898, and 
in the month of April in every year thereafter, there 
shall be held a meeting of the corporation hereby 
created, of which meeting seven days' previous notice 
shall be given by an advertisement inserted in at least 
one newspaper published in the city of Providence, at 
which meeting each incorporated insurance company 
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or association doing business in the city of Providence, 
whether its oflBcers or agents be members of this cor- 
poration or not, shall have the right to be represented 
by one of such officers or agents, and each organiza- 
tion represented at such meeting shall be entitled to 
one vote. 

A majority of the whole number present shall have 
the power to decide upon the question of sustaining 
the corps hereinbefore mentioned, and of fixing the 
maximum amount of expenses which shall be incurred 
therefor during the fiscal year commencing the 
first of July next ensuing; and the whole of such 
amount, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall 
be assessed upon the organizations belonging to this 
corporation, and upon all other organizations and 
agencies as hereinbefore mentioned, in proportion to the 
several amounts of net premiums returned or received 
by each, as hereinafter provided, and such assessment 
shall be collectible by this corporation in any court 
of law in the state of Rhode Island, of competent juris- 
diction. 

"Sec. 4. To provide for the payment of persons 
employed, and to maintain the apparatus for saving 
life and property as contemplated by this act, this 
corporation is empowered to require a statement to be 
furnished, semi-annually, by all corporations, associa- 
tions, underwriters, agents or persons, of the aggi'egate 
amount of premiums received by them, respectively, 
for insuring property in the city of Providence, for 
and during the six months next preceding the thirtieth 
day of June, and the thirty-first day of December of each 
year, (abatement and return of premium or cancelled 
policies and dividends returned to the assured by 
mutual companies shall be deducted in computing the 
assessable amount) which statement shall be sworn to 
by the president or secretary of the corporation or as- 
sociation, or by the agent or person effecting such in- 
surance in said city, which statement shall be delivered 
to the treasurer of this corporation within thirty days 
after the time at which such returns are to be made. 

" Sec. 5. It shall be lawful for the treasurer, or 
. other appointed officer of this corporation, within ten 
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days after the first day of January, and the first day 
of July in each year, by written or printed demand, 
signed by him, to require from every corporation, asso- 
ciation, underwriter, agent or person engaged in the 
business of fire insurance in the city of Providence, 
the statement provided for in the last preceding section 
of this act; and every officer of such corporation or 
association, and every agent, underwriter or person, as 
aforesaid, who shall for thirty days after such demand 
neglect to render such statement, shall forfeit the sum 
of fifty dollars for the use of the corporation created 
by this act, and he shall also forfeit for the use of said 
corporation, in addition to said sum of fifty dollars, the 
sum of five dollars for each and every day such neglect 
shall continue after the expiration of the said thirty 
days, and such additional penalty may be computed 
and recovered up to the time of the trial of any suit 
for the recovery thereof, which penalty may be sued 
for and recovered with costs of suit, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction in this state. 

"Sec. 6. Said corporation shall have an office or 
place of business in the city of Providence, and in all 
proceedings at law or in equity the leaving of an at- 
tested copy of the writ, summons or other process, 
with the secretary or treasurer, or at such place of 
business, shall be a sufficient service thereof." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take eifect from and after 
its passage, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

shall be convened whenever ordered by the directors, 
with power to transact any business, notice of the time 
and place of all general meetings shall be given by the 
secretary or president at least seven days before hold- 
ing the same, in some newspaper printed in this state ;

A general meeting of the company shall 
be holden in Providence, on the first Tuesday in Feb- 
ruaiy, annually, for the purpose of choosing directors, 
and transacting other necessary business, the manner 
of elections to be prescribed by the by-laws, and other 
general meetings shall be convened when ordered by 
the directors, with power to transact any business; 
notice of the time and place of all general meetings 
shall be given by the secretary or president at least 
seven days before holding the same, in some news- 
paper printed in Providence. At all such meetings, 
fifteen members (who are insured at least to the 
amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars) 
shall constitute a quorum, and the determination of 
the maiority of the votes of those present shall be 
conclusive and binding on the whole company.

ELECTRIC COMPANY. 

It is enacted by the General Assernbly as follows: 

Section 1. Charles H. Merriam, Stephen O. Met- 
calf, Horatio N. Campbell, Junior, their associates, 
successors and assigns, are hereby created a body 
politic and corporate by the name of the East Green- 
wich Electric Company, for the purpose of producing, 
selling, distributing, leasing and using electricity for 
light, heat, and motive power and all purposes, and of 
dealing in coal, wood, fuel, and other merchandise, 
with power to buy, sell, own and deal in any real or 
personal property necessary or convenient for the 
prosecution of said business, and generally to do all 
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things incident to said business and the proper man- 
agement thereof, with all the powers and privileges, 
and subject to all the duties and liabilities, set forth 
in chapters 77, 177 and 180 of the General Laws of 
Rhode Island, and in any acts in amendment thereof 
and in addition thereto.

to be heard, and may, if necessary, adjourn such hear- 
ing to another time and so on from time to time ; and 
the said appraisers shall thereafter proceed to make 
up the valuation herein provided to be made, assign- 
ing to each and every of the said pews a value as 
aforesaid ; and they shall make out in writing a state- 
ment of the form and manner in which such notice 
shall have been given, and a statement that they at- 
tended and heard the parties interested as hereinbe- 
fore provided, and a list of the numbers, letters, or 
other designations of all the said pews, with the value

JResoJ/vedj A majority of all the members elected to 
each house of the general assembly voting therefor, 
that the following amendment to the constitution of 
the state be proposed to the qualified electors of the 
state, in accordance with the provisions of Article XIII 
of the constitution, for their adoption, to be denomi- 
nated the Revised Constitution, as follows, to wit : • 

The constitution of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations is hereby amended so that it 
shall read as follows, to wit: 

The Revised Constitution of the State of Rhode 
Island akd Providence Plantations. 

We, the people of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations, grateful to Almighty God for 
the civil and religious liberty which we nave so long 
enjoyed, and looking to Him for a blessing upon our 
endeavors to preserve and perpetuate the same, do 
ordain and establish this constitution of government. 

Article I. 

Declaration of certain Constitutional Rights and 

Principles. 

The rights and principles declared in this article 
shall be strictly maintained, and shall be of paramount

obligation in all legislative, judicial and executive 
proceedings. 

Section 1. In the words of the Father of his 
Country, we declare, that "the basis of our political 
systems is the right of the people to make and alter 
their constitutions of -government; but that the consti- 
tution which at any time exists, till changed by an 
explicit and authentic act of the whole people, is 
sacredly obligatory upon all." 

Skc. 2. All free governments are instituted for the 

f)rotection, safety and happiness of the people. All 
aws, therefore, shall be made for the good of the 
whole; and the burdens of the state shall be fairly 
distributed among its citizens. 

Sec. 3. Whereas, God has created the conscience 
free, and all attempts to influence it by civil punish- 
ments or incapacitatiims tend to habits of hypocrisy 
and meanness, and whereas, a principal object of our 
forefathers, in their settlement of this state, was to 
hold forth a lively exj)erimefiit^ that a flourishing civil 
state may stand and he best Tnaintained with full 
liberty in religimis concernments; we therefore de- 
clare that no man shall be compelled to attend, or, 
except in fulfillment of his own contract, to support 
any religious worship ; or shall be disqualified to hold 
any oflSce or otherwise suffer on account of his religious 
belief; and that eveiy man shall be free to worship 
God in his own way, and to profess and by argument 
maintain his opinion in religious matters; but nothing 
in this section shall be so construed as to excuse any 
violation of the law in civil things. 

Sec. 4. Every person within this state ought to 
find a certain remedy, by having recourse to the laws, 
for all injuries or wrongs which he may receive in his 
person, property or character. He ought to obtain 
right and justice freely and without purchase, com- 
pletely and without denial ; promptly and without 
delay ; conformably to the laws. 

Sec. 5. The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, papers, and possessions, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures shall not be violated; and no 
warrant shall issue, but on complaint in writing, upon 
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probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and 
describing, as nearly as may be, the place to be 
searched and the person or things to be seized. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be held to answer for a 
crime which shall be punishable by death or by im- 
prisonment in the state prison, unless on presentment 
or indictment by a grand jury, except in cases of im- 
peachment, or in cases arising in the land or naval 
forces or in the militia when in actual service in time 
of war or public danger. No person shall be subject 
to be twice put in jeopardy for the same offence. 

Sec. 7. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel punishments in- 
flicted ; and all punishments shall be proportioned to 
the offence. 

Sec. 8. All persons imprisoned ought to be bailed 
by sufficient surety, unless for offences punishable by 
death or by imprisonment for life, when the proof of 
guilt is evident or the presumption great. The privi- 
lege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended, unless in case of rebellion or invasion the 
public safety shall require it ; nor ever without the 
authority of the general assembly. 

Sec. 9. In all criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial by 
an impartial jury ; to be informed of the nature and 
cause of the accusation, to be confronted wdth the wit- 
nesses against him, to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining them in his favor, to have the assistance of 
counsel in his defence, and shall be at liberty to speak 
for himself. 

Sec. 10. The person of a debtor, unless there is 
strong presumption of fraud, shall not be continued in 
prison after he shall have delivered up his property 
for the benefit of his creditors in such manner as shall 
be prescribed by law^ 

Sec. 11. No 6Tj96>5^/a6'to law, or law impairing the 
obligation of contracts, shall be passed. 

Sec 12. No person shall be compelled to give 
evidence criminating himself; or be deprived of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law. 

Sec. 13, Every person shall be presumed innocent 
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until he is pronounced guilty by the law; and no act 
of severity which is not necessary to secure an accused 
person shall he permitted. 

Sec. 14. The right of trial by jury shall remain 
inviolate. 

Sec. 15. Private property shall not be taken for 
public use without just compensation therefor, unless 
by the consent of the owner ; nor, except for the use 
of the state or of a municipal or quasi-municipal cor- 
poration, or when taken under the law relating to 
water mills, until such compensation has been made or 
has been secured by a deposit of money as prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 16. The people of this state shall continue to 
enjoy and freely exercise all the lights of fishery, and 
the privileges of the shore, to which they have been 
heretofore entitled imder the charter and usages of 
this state. But no new right is intended to be granted, 
nor any existing right impaired, by this declaration. 

Sec* 17. The military shall be held in strict sub- 
ordination to the civil authority. And the law martial 
shall be used and exercised in such cases only as oc- 
casion shall necessarily require. 

Sec. 18. No soldier shall be quartered in any 
house, in time of peace, without the consent of the 
owner; nor, in time of war, but in a manner to be pre- 
scribed by law. 

Sec. 19. Every person may freely speak, write and 
publish his sentiments on all subjects, being responsible 
for the abuse of that liberty; and in all trials for libel 
or slander, both civil and criminal, the truth, unless 
published or uttered from malicious motives, shall be 
sufficient defence to the persons charged. 

Sec. 20. The citizens shall have a right in a peace- 
able manner to assemble for their common good, and 
to apply to those invested with the powers of govern- 
ment for redress of grievances, or for other purposes, 
by petition, address, or remonstrance. 

Sec. 21. The right of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be infringed. 

Sec. 22. The enumeration of the foregoing rights 
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shall not be construed to impair or deny others i-e- 
tained by the people. 

Akticle II. 

Of Qiudifications of Electors. 

Section 1. Every male inhabitant of this state, of 
the age of twenty-one years, who has been a citizen of 
the United States for ninety days, who has had bis resi- 
dence and home in this state for one year and in the 
town or city in which he may claim a right to vote 
bIx months next preceding the time of voting, and 
who shall have been duly registered as provided by 
law, shall have a right to vote in all elections of civil 
officers by the people, and on all questions in all legal 
town, ward or distiict meetings : I'rovided, however, 
that no person shall be allowed to vote in the election 
of the city council of any city, or upon any proposition 
to impose a tax or for the expenditure of money in 
any town or city, unless a tax shall have been assessed 
against him upon real estate in such town or city 
within the year next pieceding, or unless he shall have 
paid a tax upon his personal property within the same 
time to such town or city, which real estate or personal 
property shall have been valued by the assessors at not 
ess than one hundred and thirty-four dollars. 

Sec. 2. The preceding section is subject to the fol- 
lowing provisos, to wit; no person who shall hereafter 
attain the age of twenty-one years, or shall become a 
citizen of the United States or of this state, shall have 
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offences against the fairness or freedom of elections, 
and may, by s^wcial act, restore the right. 

Sec. 3. No person in the military, naval, marine, 
or any other service of the United States, shall be 
considered as having the required residence by reason 
of being employed in any garrison, ban'ack, or military 
or naval station in this state, nor by reason of residing 
upon lands ceded to the United States. 

Sec. 4. Electore of this state who in time of war 
are absent fi*om the state, in the actual militaiy service 
of the United States, being otherwise qualified, shall 
have a right to vote in all elections in the state for 
all electors of president and vice-president of the 
United States, representatives in congress, and general 
officers of the state. The general assembly shall have 
full power to provide by Taw for currying this article 
into effect. 

Sec. 5. The general assembly shall provide for a 
registry of voters, and for canvassing the voting lists ; 
prescribe the nature of the evidence to be required as 
to the right of any person to vote, the manner of con- 
ducting elections, the counting of the votes, the au- 
thentication of the results, and shall enact all laws 
necessary to carry this article into effect, and to pre- 
vent abuse, corruption, bribery and fraud in elections. 

Article III. 

Of tlie Distribution of Poicers. 

The powers of the government shall be distributed 
into three departments: the legislative, the executive, 
and the judicial. 

Article IV. 

Of tlie Legislative Power, 

Seciton 1. This constitution shall be the supreme 
law of the state, and any law inconsistent therewith 
shall be void. The general assembly shall enact all 
laws necessary to carry this constitution into effect. 

Sec. 2. The legislative power, under this constitu- 
tion, shall be vested in a general assembly which shall 
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consist of two houses, one to be called the senate, and 
the other the house of representatives. The concur- 
rence of the two houses, each acting in its own chamber, 
shall be necessary to the enactment of laws. The en- 
acting clause of all laws shall be, It is enacted by the 
general assembly as follows : 

Seo. 3. There shall be a session of the general as- 
sembly at Providence, commencing on the first Tues- 
day of January in each year. 

Sec. 4. Any member of the general assembly who 
shall be of counsel, or who shall take compensation 
from any person or corporation for service, in anv 
matter pending before either house, shall forfeit his 
seat upon proof thereof to the satisfaction of the house 
of which he is a member. 

Sec. 5. The person of every member of the general 
assembly shall be exempt from arrest in any civil 
action during any session of the general assembly, and 
for the two days next before and the two days next 
after any session, and all process served contrary hereto 
shall be void. For any speech in debate, in either 
house or in grand committee, no member shall be ques- 
tioned in any other place. 

Sec. 6. Each house shall be the judge of the elec- 
tions and qualifications of its members. A majority 
of either house shall be a quorum to do business there- 
in; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to 
day, and may compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers in such manner, and under such penalties, as may 
be prescribed by the rules of the house compelling at- 
tendance, or by law. The organization of the two 
houses may be regulated by law, subject to the limita- 
tions contained in this constitution. 

Sec. 7. Each house may determine its rules of pro- 
ceeding, punish contempts, punish its members for dis- 
orderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two- 
thirds, expel a member ; but not a second time for the 
same cause. 

Sec. 8. Each house shall keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings. The yeas and nays of the members of either 
house shall, at the desire of one-fifth of those present, 
be entered on the journal. 
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Sec. 9. Neither house, without the consent of the 
other, shall adjourn for more than four days, nor to any 
other place than that in which they may be sitting. 

Skc. 10. Each senator and representative shall re- 
ceive the sum of three hundred dollars per year, and 
no more, except the speaker of the house, who shall 
receive the additional sum of three hundred dollars 
per year. 

The general assembly shall regulate the compensa- 
tion of the govemor, and of all other state officers, sub- 
ject to the limitations contained in this constitution. 

Sec. 11. All lotteries shall be prohibited in this 
state. 

Sec. 12. The general assembly shall have no power 
hereafter, without the express consent of the people, 
to incur state debts to an amount exceeding in the 
aggregate, at any one time, five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, except in time of war, or in case of insurrection 
or invasion ; nor shall it in any case, without such con- 
sent, pledge the faith of the state for the payment of 
the obligations of others. 

Sec. 1 3. The assent of two-thirds of the members 
elected to each house of the general assembly shall be 
reciuired to every bill appropriating the public money 
or property for local or private purposes. 

Sec. 14. The general assembly shall, at least once 
in ten years, provide for making new valuations of 
property throughout the state as a basis for the assess- 
ment of state taxes. 

Sec. 15. No corporation shall be created with the 
power to exercise the right of eminent domain, or to 
acquire franchises in the streets and highways of towns 
and cities, except by special act of the general assem- 
bly upon a petition for the same, the pendency where- 
of shall be notified as may be required by law ; nor 
shall either of said powers be granted to any person 
or corporation, except in the same manner. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the two houses, 
upon the request of either, to join in grand committee 
for elections, at such times and in such manner as may 
be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 17. The grand committee shall consist of the 
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members of the senate and house of representatives 
sitting together, after having assembled pursuant to 
the vote of both houses. The method of its oi^niza- 
tion and of conducting elections therein shall be such 
as is or may be prescribed by law, subject to the 
provisions of this constitution. A majority of the 
members elected to each house of the general assem- 
bly shall be necessary to constitute a quonim of the 
grand committee. 

Sec, 18. The general assembly shall not authorize 
any city, town or incorporated district to guarantee 
the indebtedness of any corporation, association, insti- 
tution, or individual. 

Seo. 19. No act, or section thereof, shall be revived 
or amended by reference to its title only ; but the act 
or section, as revived or amended, shall be enacted 
in full. 

Sec. 20. The district of Narragansett, so-called, 
established in the town of South Kingstown under an 
act passed by the general assembly m March, A. D. 
1888, shall henceforth be a town named Narragansett; 
and the part of the town of South Kingstown not 
within said district shall likewise be a town by itself, 
having the name of South Kingstown; and all acts 
done and all liabilities incurred under and in accord- 
ance with said act of the general assembly, or any act 
additional thereto, shall be of the same effect in law 
as if said two towns had been in existence as such be- 
fore the acts were done or the liabilities incurred. 
And the general assembly shall so enact by law, stating 
therein the boundaries of the two towns. Hereafter 
no district, with general town powers, without town 
representation, shall be established. 

Article V. 

Of the House of liepresentatives. 

Section 1. The house of representatives shall con- 
sist of one hundred members, and shall be constituted 
on the basis of population, always allowing one repre- 
sentative for a fraction exceeding half the ratio; but 
each town and city shall always be entitled to at least 
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one member; and no town or city shall have more 
than one-fourth of the whole number of members. 
The general assembly shall, after any new census taken 
by the authority of the United States or of this state, 
reapportion the representation in conformity with the 
foregoing provisions. As soon as this constitution 
goes into effect, and after each census, and as occasion 
may require, the general assembly shall divide each 
town and city into as many districts as it is entitled 
to representatives, and one representative shall be 
elected from each district by the qualified electors 
thereof. Such districts shall be as nearly equal in 
population and as compact in territory as possible. 

Seo. 2. Xhe house of representatives shall have 
authority to elect its speaker, clerks, and other officers. 
The senior in age of the members elect from the city 
of Newport, present at the time, shall preside in the 
organization of the house. 

Article VI. 

'Of tlie Senate. 

Section 1. The senate shall consist of one senator 
from each town and city. 

Sec. 2. The lieutenant-governor shall preside in 
the senate and gi-and committee, with the right to vote 
in case of an equal division, but not in elections. 

The senate, at its organization, and whenever a 
vacancy in the office shall occur, shall choose a presi- 
dent to preside when the lieutenant-governor is absent, 
or when he shall refuse to act as president, or shall 
act as governor, or when the office of lieutenant-gover- 
nor is vacant. 

Seo. 3. The senate shall have authority to elect its 
clerks and such other officers as it may deem necessary. 

Article VII. 

Of the Executive Power, 

Section 1. The chief executive power of this state 
shall be vested in a governor, who, together with a 
lieutenant-governor, shall be elected by the people. 
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Sec. 2. The governor shall take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed. 

Sec. 3. He shall be captain-general and command- 
er-in-chief of the military and naval forces of this 
state, except when they shall be called into the service 
of the United States. 

Sec. 4. He shall, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, have exclusive power to grant par- 
dons after conviction, except in cases of impeachment ; 
and shall have power to grant reprieves after convic- 
tion, except in cases of impeachment, for not longer 
than thirty days after the beginning of the next ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 

Sec. 5. He may fill vacancies in office not other- 
wise provided for by this constitution or by law, until 
the same shall be filled by the general assembly or by 
the people. 

Sec. 6. Every bill which shall have passed both 
houses of the general assembly shall be presented to 
the governor. If he approves he shall sign and trans- 
mit it to the secretary of state, but if not he shall 
return it to the house in which it originated, which 
shall enter his objections in full upon its journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. If, after such reconsidera- 
tion, a majority of all the members elected to that 
house shall vote to pass the bill, it shall be sent, with 
the objections, to the other house, by which it shall 
likewise be reconsidered, and, if approved by a major- 
ity of all the members elected to that house, it shall 
be a law ; but in such cases the votes of both houses 
shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names 
of the members voting for and against the bill shall 
be entered upon the journal of each house respect- 
ively. If the bill shall not be returned by the gov- 
ernor within five days, Sundays excepted, after it shall 
have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, 
in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the gen- 
eral assembly, by adjournment, prevents its return, in 
which case it shall become a law, unless transmitted 
by the governor to the secretary of state, with his dis- 
approval in writing, within ten days after such ad- 
journment. 
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Sec. 7. In case of diBagreement between the two 
houses of the general assembly, re8i>ecting the time or 
place of adjournment, certified to him by either, he 
may adjourn them to such time and i)lace as he shall 
think proper: Protfidedy that the time of adjournment 
shall not be extended beyond the day of the next 
stated session. 

Sec. 8. He may, on extraordinary occasions, con- 
vene the general assembly at any town or city in this 
state, at any time not provided for by law ; and in 
case of danger from the prevalence of epidemic or con- 
tagious disease in the place in which the general assem- 
bly is by law to meet, or to which it may have been 
adjourned, or for other urgent reasons, he may by 
proclamation convene said assembly at any other place 
within this state. 

Sec. 9. All commissions shall be in the name and 
by authority of the state of Rhode Island and Provi- 
dence plantations; shall be sealed with the state seal, 
signed by the governor and attested by the secretary 
of state. 

Sec. 10. In case of the death, resignation, removal 
from the state, impeachment and conviction of the 
governor, or of vacancy in the oflSce from any cause, 
the lieutenant-governor shall be the governor; and in 
case of the inability of the governor to serve, or of 
his absence from the state, the lieutenant-governor 
shall be acting governor during such inability or ab- 
sence. 

Sec. 11. If the offices of governor and lieutenant- 
governor be both vacant, by reason of death or other- 
wise, the president of the senate shall be acting gov- 
ernor until such offices are filled by the general assem- 
bly; and in case of the temporary absence from the 
state of the governor and lieutenant-governor, or of 
the inability of both of them to serve, the president 
of the senate shall be the acting governor during such 
inability or absence. Whenever the president of the 
senate shall act as governor or lieutenant-governor, he 
shall be entitled only to his vote as senator on any 
question or election in the senate or grand committee. 

Sec. 12. The compensation of the governor and 
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lieutenant-governor shall be established by law, and 
shall not be diminished during the term for which 
they are elected. 

Sec. 13. There shall be a secretary of state, an at- 
torney-general, and a general treasurer, whose powers 
and duties shall be such as may be prescribed by law. 
The general aBsembly shall provide oy law for annnal 
reports from each of said officers as to the business in 
his department, and the report of the attorney-general 
shall include the disposition of cases in which the state 
is interested. 

ARTrCLE VIII. 
Of Electiojis. 

Section 1. The governor, lieutenant-governor, sec- 
retary of state, attorney-general, general treasurer, and 
senators and representatives in the general assembly 
shall be elected at town, ward, and district meetings, 
on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November 
biennially, commencing A. D. 1900, and shall severally 
hold their offices for two years from the first Tuesday 
of January next succeeding their election, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. When the governor elect shall die, remove 
from the state, refuse to serve, become insane, or be 
otherwise incapacitated, the lieutenant-governor elect 
shall be qualified as governor at the beginning of the 
term for which he was elected. When both the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant-governor elect, or either the lieu- 
tenant-governor, secretary of state, attorney-general or 
general treasurer, elect, are so incapacitated, or when 
there has been a failure to elect any one or more of 
the officers mentioned in this section, the general assem- 
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Sec. 3. If the offices of governor and lieutenant- 
governor be both vacant, by reason of death or other- 
wise, they shall be filled by the general assembly in 
grand committee, and the acting governor shall, if the 
general assembly is not then in session, call a special 
session thereof for that purpose within twenty days 
after both of said offices become vacant, if a stated 
session is not sooner to occur. 

Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the office of secre- 
tary of state, attorney-general, or general treasurer, 
from any cause, the geneml assembly in grand com- 
mittee shall elect some person to fill the same : Pro- 
vided^ that if such vacancy occurs when the general 
assembly is not in session the governor shall appoint 
some person to fill such vacancy until a successor 
elected by the general assembly is qualified to act. 

Sec. 5. When a senator or representative elect 
shall die, remove from the state, refuse to serve, be- 
come insane, or be otherwise incapacitated, or when at 
an election for any senator or representative no person 
shall receive a plurality of the votes cast, a new elec- 
tion shall be held. A vacancy in the senate or house 
of representatives shall be filled at a new election. The 

feneral assembly shall provide by general law for the 
olding of such elections at such times as to insure 
that each town and city shall be fully represented in 
the general assembly during the whole of every session 
thereof, so far as is practicable. Every person elected 
in accordance with this section shall hold his office for 
the remainder of the term or for the full term, as the 
case may be, of the office which he is elected to fill, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
« Sec. 6. In elections by the general assembly in 

grand committee the person receiving a majority of 
the votes shall be elected. Every person elected by 
the general assembly to fill a vacancy, or pursuant to 
section 2 of this article, shall hold his office for the re- 
mainder of the term or for the full term, as the case 
may be, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
Seo. 7. Elections by the people shall be conducted 
in the manner now prescribed by law, until otherwise 
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provided by the general assembly, subject to the pro- 
yisions of this constitution. 

Sec. 8. In all elections by the people the person 
receiving a plurality of the votes cast shall be elected. 

Sec. 9. The general assembly shall provide by 
law for the trial and determination of all contested 
electioiis. 

Article IX. 
Of QvMifications for Office. 

Section 1. No person shall be elected by the 
people to any civil office (except the office of school 
committee) unless he is a qualified elector for such 
office. 

Sec. 2. Every person shall be disqualified from 
holding any office to which he may have been elected, 
upon conviction of having offered, or procured any 
other person to offer, any bribe to secure his election 
or the election of any otlier person. 

Sec. 3. All general officers shall take the follow- 
ing engagement before they act in their respective 
offices, to wit : You having been by the free vote 

of the electors of this State of Rhode Island and Provi- 
dence Plantations elected unto the place of do 
solemnly swear (or affirm) to be true and faithful 
unto this state, and to support the constitution of this 
state and the constitution of the United States ; that 
you will faithfully and impartially discharge all the 
duties of your aforesaid office to the best of your 
abilities, according to law : So help you God. Or, this 
affirmation you make and give upon the peril of the 
penalty of perjury. 

Sec. 4. The members of the general assembly, the 
judges of all the courts, and all other officers, both 
civil and military, shall be bound by oath or affirma- 
tion to support this constitution and the constitution 
of the United States. 

Sec. 5. The governor, lieutenant-governor, senators 
and representatives shall be engaged by the secretary 
of state, or by a justice of the supreme court. The 
secretary of state, attorney-general, and general treas- 
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urer shall be engaged by the governor, or by a justice 
of the supreme court. 

Sec. 6. No person shall act as a general officer or 
as a member of the general assembly, who, at the time 
of taking or while occupying such office, shall hold 
any office made by law incompatible therewith. 

Article X. 
Of the Judicial Power, 

Section 1. The judicial power shall be vested in 
one supreme court, to consist of a chief justice and not 
less than two nor more than six other justices, and in 
such inferior courts as the general assembly may from 
time to time ordain and establish. The several courts 
shall have such jurisdiction, to be exercised in such 
manner by the justices thereof, as may from time to time 
be prescribed by law. The general assembly may pro- 
vide for an appellate division and one or more trial 
divisions of the supreme court, and for their respective 
jurisdictions and quorums; saving always to the su- 
preme court, or to the appellate division thereof which 
shall consist of at least three justices, a revisory and 
appellate jurisdiction on questions of law and equity 
and the power to issue prerogative writs. The chief or 
presiding justice of the supreme court may assign the 
other justices to the different divisions thereof, and 
temporarily to inferior courts in cases of emergency. 

Sec. 2. The justices of the supreme court shall be 
elected by the general assembly in grand committee. 

Sec 3. The justices of the supreme court shall be 
entitled to hold their offices during good behavior, un- 
less removed on impeachment or by concurrent resolu- 
tion passed by three-fifths of the members elected to each 
of the houses of the general assembly ; which resolution 
shall be introduced at least ten days before a vote 
shall be taken thereon, and shall state the cause or 
causes for the same : before any vote is taken upon 
any such resolution the person holding the office shall 
be served with a copy of said resolution, and be given 
an opportunity to be heard. Said resolution, together

with the ayes and nays thereon, shall be entered on 
the journals of both houses of the general assembly. 

Judges of inferior courts elected by the general as- 
sembly shall hold their offices for such periods as may 
be prescribed by law, unless sooner removed in the 
manner above provided for the removal of justices of 
the supreme court. 

Sec. 4. The justices of the supreme court shall 
give their written opinion upon any question of law 
whenever requested by the governor or by either house* 
of the general assembly : Provided^ that they may de- 
cline to answer such questions as in their opinion they 
cannot properly decide. 

Sec. 5. The judges of the several courts shall, in 
all jury trials before them, instruct the jury in the law. 

Sec. 6. All judges shall receive a compensation for 
their services, whicli shall not be diminished during 
their continuance in office. 

Sec. 7. The towns of New Shoreham and James- 
town may continue to elect their wardens as hereto- 
fore. The jurisdiction of said wardens shall be regu- 
lated by law. 

Article XL 
Of Iinjpedcfiments, 

Section 1. The governor and all executive and 
judicial officers shall be liable to impeachment for 
treason, bribery, or other crimes and misdemeanors, or 
for misconduct in office ; but judgment in such cases 
shall not extend further than to removal from office. 
The person impeached, whether convicted or acquitted, 
shall, nevertheless, be liable to prosecution and punish- 
ment otherwise according to law. 

Sec 2. The house of representatives shall have the 
sole power of impeachment. A vote of two-thirds of 
all the members elected shall be required for the im- 
peachment of the governor, and for the impeachment 
of any other officer a vote of a majority of all the 
members elected shall be required. No judicial officer, 
nor officer having custody of public funds, shall exer- 
cise his office after impeachment, until he has been 
acquitted. 
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Sec. 8. The senate shall tn*- all impeachments, and 
when sitting for that purpose the members thereof 
shall be under oath or affirmation to give the accused 
an impartial trial. No person shall be convicted ex- 
cept by vote of two-thirds of the members elected. 
When the governor is impeached the chief or presid- 
ing justice of the supreme court shall preside, with a 
casting vote in all preliminary questions. 

• Article XII. 

Of Kdueation. 

Seciion 1. It shall be the duty of the general 
assembly to promote public schools, and to adopt all 
means Avhich it may deem necessary and proper to 
secure to the people the advantages and opportunities 
of education. 

Sec. 2. The money which now is or which may 
hereafter be appropriated by law for the establishment 
of a permanent fund for the support of public schools, 
shall be securely invested and remain a perpetual fund 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. All donations for the support of public 
schools or for other purposes of education, which may 
be received by the general assembly, shall be applied 
according to the terms prescribed by the donors. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly shall not divert said 
money or fund from the aforesaid uses, nor borrow, 
appropriate, or use the same, or any part thereof, for 
any other purpose, under any pretence whatsoever. 

Sec 5. The general assembly shall make all neces- 
sary provisions by law for carrying this article into 
eflEect. 

Article XII I. 

Of Ameiidments, 

Section 1. The general assembly may propose 
specific and particular amendments to this constitu- 
tion by the votes of two-thirds of the members elected 
to each house. Such propositions for amendment shall 
be published in such manner as the general assembly 
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shall direct, and copies of them shall be sent by the 
secretary of state, with the names of all the members 
who shall have voted thereon, with the yeas and nays, 
to all the town and city clerks in the state. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to each house, at the 
next general election, shall approve any proposition 
thus made, the same shall be published and submitted 
to the electors in the mode provided in the act of 
approval; and if then approved by a majority of the 
electors present and voting thereon in town, ward, 
and district meetings, it shall become a part of the 
constitution of the state. 

Sec. 2. At the general election to be held in the 
year A. D. 1910, and in each twentieth year thereafter, 
the general assembly shall by law provide that the 
question "Shall there be a convention to revise the 
constitution?" be decided by the electors, and in case 
a majority of the electors, voting at such election on 
said question, shall vote in the affirmative, the general 
assembly, at its next session, shall provide by law for 
the election of delegates to such convention. The 
number of delegates shall be equal to the number of 
members of the general assembly, and shall be appor- 
tioned among the several towns and cities in the same 
manner as the members of the general assembly. One 
delegate from each town and city shall be elected by 
the electors qualified to vote for senator therein, and 
the remaining delegates from each town and city shall 
be elected in the same manner as members of the 
house of representatives are elected therein. No re- 
vision or amendment of this constitution, agreed upon 
by such convention, shall take effect until the same 
has been submitted to the electors and approved by 
three-fifths of those voting for and against the same. 

Abtiole XIV. 

Of the Adoption of this Constitution. 

Section 1. The governor, lieutenant-governor, sec- 
retary of state, attorney -general, general treasurer, and 
senators and representatives in the general assembly 
in office when this constitution goes into effect, shall 
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continue to hold their oflSces, with the powers and 
duties, and subject to the limitations, prescribed there- 
in for like oflScers, until the first Tuesday in January, 
A. I). 1900, and until their successore are elected and 
qualified. Vacancies in their number from any cause 
shall be filled in the manner which is prescribed by 
law at the time of their occurrence. 

Sec. 2. The firat election of oflicers named in the 
next preceding section under this constitution shall be 
held upon the Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, A. D. 1899, by the electors qualified under 
this constitution. The town, ward, and district meet- 
ings therefor shall be warned and conducted, and the 
result thereof determined, authenticated and declared 
in the manner at that time prescribed by law, and the 
persons then elected shall hold their offices from the 
said first Tuesday in January, A. D. 1900, until the 
first Tuesday in January, A. D. 1901, and thereafter 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. The general assembly shall provide by law, 
subject to the provisions of this constitution, for the 
registration necessary to qualify persons to vote at 
said first election, which registration shall close on the 
30th day of June, A. D. 1899. For all elections by 
the people held before said first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, A. D. 1899, the qualifications 
of the electors shall be such as were required by the 
constitution and laws existing at the time of the adop- 
tion of this constitution. 

Sec. 4. The justices of the supreme court in office 
at the time of the adoption of this constitution shall 
constitute the supreme court provided for therein until 
their offices are vacated in accordance with the provi- 
sions thereof. 

All courts, as constituted and organized by law at 
the time of the adoption of this constitution, shall 
continue with their respective jurisdictions and pow- 
ers until changed by the general assembly. 

Sec. 5. The senator and representative from the 
town of South Kingstown, in office at the time of the 
adoption of this constitution, or their successors in 
office, shall represent in the general assembly that 
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town and the town of Narragansett as they are con- 
stituted by this constitution until the first Tuesday in 
January, A. D. 1900. So soon as the District of Nar- 
ragansett and the rest of the town of South Kings- 
town become separately the town of Narragansett and 
the town of South Kingstown under this constitution, 
the civil officers of the District of Narragansett shall 
become the like civil officers of the town of Narragan- 
sett, and the civil officers of the rest of the former town 
of South Kingstown shall become the like civil officers 
of the town of South Kingstown as it then is, and 
shall continue to hold and exercise their offices within 
and for said two towns, respectively, by the same ten- 
ure and with the same effect as if when elected they 
had been elected within and for the one and the other 
of them. 

Sec. 6. Except as herein otherwise provided all 
persons who shall hold any office under the constitu- 
tion or laws existing at the time of the adoption of 
this constitution shall continue to hold their offices in 
the same manner and with the same effect as if it had 
not been adopted. 

Sec. 7. All statutes and resolutions public and 
private not repugnant to this constitution shall con- 
tinue in force until they expire by their own limita- 
tion or are repealed by the general assembly. All 
charters, contracts, judgments, actions and rights of 
action shall be as valid as if this constitution had not 
been made, and all debts contracted and engagements 
entered into on behalf of the state before this consti- 
tution takes effect shall be as valid against the state 
as if this constitution had not been adopted. 

Sec. 8. All officers who by the provisions of this 
constitution are continued in office bej^ond the stated 
time for which they were elected or appointed shall 
receive a pro rata compensation for their increased term 
of service, based upon the compensation provided for 
in this constitution or by law. 

Sec. 9. This constitution shall take effect upon the 
proclamation by the governor that it has been duly 
. approved by the people. 

Sec. 10. No provision of the constitution which

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has been hereby amended shall continue in force as a 
part of the constitutional law of the state except so 
far as it is re-affirmed in this constitution.

Whereas, The fortifications so projected are near- 
ing completion, and are in some ports nearly or quite 
ready for the installation of the elaborate and expen- 
sive high-power guns and mortars, steam and electri- 
cal appliances, including search-lights, dynamos, and

Whereas, The present artillery force of the army 
includes only five regiments, which force is pronounced 
by the secretary of war, and the major-general com- 
manding the army, to be altogether too small for the 
safe guarding and care of the new works, and their 
armament, even in time of peace; 

Therefore be it resolved, That the president and con- 
gress of the United States are earnestly requested and 
urged to take such immediate action as shall provide, 
without unnecessary delay, such additional force of 
trained artillerymen as will adequately provide for 
eflEectual service for the new coast defenses. 

Resolved, That the secretary of state be, and is 
hereby directed to forward copies of these resolutions 
to each of our membei's of congress, and to the presi- 
dent of the United States.
